fign.;; having no ſale, ts withous ſavour, for they are known by 
their fruits to him chat hath the ſpirit: men cannot gather grapes 
of thorns,nor figs of thiftles; if thou can read this parable, thou 
mayft know the difference , for this is the fign whick Chriſt gave of 
them, Whio werethey that cryed, Loe here,and loe there; and was,and 
is known to him who is the true Prophet, who abideth within, and 
ſaith, Go not forth ? if thou be in this Do&cige, thou can underſtand, 
and this is the note, fign, and charatter which the Prophets and ... 
Apoftles gave of them: They looked every one for his gain from hiv 
quarter,and preached for hire, and went in Cains way to envy,and 
in Badlams way after theguift; and through covetouſneſs made 
merchandize of people, and their Miniftery was ſuch that alwayes 
people were learning, but were not able to come to the knowledge 
of the truth by them, but were led away with divers Infts : And ſuch 
were notſent (nornow arenas) immediate from the Lor1, nor 
A 3 ſpeaky 
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ſpeakt not by the ſpirie from the mouth of the Lord , and what he 
ſpeaks is fallible,and a lie ; and whatſoever he affirms and declares 
is for condemnation ; for his Teſtimony is from man,and his Call 
from. man, and he ſpeakes his own words,and the world hcaceth 
him,and receivreth fuch ; and ſuck are cxalted in it, called -of men 
mafter,and hath the chief ſeat in the Afſembly,and are prcud, cove- 
tour, heady,and high-minded ; and ſuch are in the enmity 2gainft 
the true Prophet, which is Chriſt, who receiveth nctbis Teſtimony 
from man,but from Ged ; and fuch who are in him now, as ever
